Patriot to be 
at air show 





The Patriot air defense missile 
system provided perhaps the most 
dramatic display of superior 
American technology in the Persian 
Gulf. 

A Patriot missile from the Army 
Missile Command will be on display 
at AirMichigan ’91 June 8 and 9 at 
Willow Run Airport. 

This will be the first public 
display of the missile. 

The missile is manufactured in 
Massachusetts, and was initially 
designed to combat enemy aircraft. 
The missile has been modified to 
intercept enemy ballistic missiles.

I 
meet a lot of different people, and most 
of them are very nice. About 95 percent 
of them are nice people. Like any job, 
you find a few that are difficult,”

jong the minority of problem peo- 
ple are children who try and skip out

“We never get any trouble from the 
regulars, but sometimes the guys that 
drink heavy on the weekends get a bit 
out of hand,” Wright said.

Flight patterns 
music to ears 


of some residents

The smell of burgers cooking 
over hot charcoals beneath a 
sunny blue sky is the image 
usually conjured up when 
Memorial Day weekend is 
mentioned. 

Yet Wayne County residents 
might have different visions 
come to mind when asked ab- 
out last Memorial Day. 

It was one year ago this 
weekend that area residents 
noticed increased noise from 
traffic at Detroit Wayne Coun- 
ty Metropolitan Airport. 

It was a change in flight pat- 
terns that created the in- 
creased noise. 

Memorial Day 1991, howev- 
er, should mark a return to the 
peaceful summer days for 
which they yearn, said a 
spokesperson for Wayne Coun- 
ty Executive Edward McNa- 
mara. 

Beginning this morning, new 
air-traffic control procedures 
were initiated at the airport, 
spreading flight patterns out 
over several communities in an 
effort to reduce aircraft travel 
over densely populated com- 
munities such as Dearborn, 
Livonia and Westland, Irma 
Clark said. 

The number of airplanes de- 
parting north from the airport 
will decrease 55 percent, she 
said. Now only 10 percent of 
flights will take-off northward. 

A midnight-to-6 a.m. curfew 
also is being established for 90 
percent of the planes leaving to 
and arriving from the north, 
she said. 


These changes are part of a 
six-month test designed to 
eradicate the number of noise 
complaints county and city 
officials have received in the 
past year. The changes were 
made after extensive meetings 
with officials from the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 

One local official thinks the 
effort is right on the mark. 

“I feel confident that the 
problem will be lessened to a 
great degree,” said Westland 
Deputy Mayor Edward Gunth- 
er. “Looking strictly at the 
number of complaints we have 
received so far this year, 
they've made a decent dent in 
the problem. Last summer we 
had 140 air noise complaints. 
This year we’ve only had 
three.” 

Some portions of the plan 
were implemented in past 
months slowly adapting pilots 
to the changes. 

Some communities may ex- 
perience more air noise due to 
the flight pattern changes, 
McNamara said, but county re- 
sidents overall should have a 
more peaceful summer. 

“The overall impact of these 
changes will be to more equit- 
ably distribute the noise north 
of the airport over a wider 
area, so that no one north side 
neighborhood gets the major- 
ity of the noise,” he said. 

Citizens wishing to express 
their opinions on the new flight 
patterns or on aircraft noise in 
general can phone a noise 
office which will be monitoring 
complaints 24 hours per day.

Residency issue 
surfaces again

The controversy on whether 
government employees should 
reside in the city or township 
which employs them has resur- 
faced again in Michigan. 

A state senator has intro- 
duced a bill that would abolish 
laws that tie residency as a re- 
quirement of employment. 

State Sen. David Honigman 
(R-West Bloomfield), arguing 
that townships and cities have 
created “Berlin Walls” by 
forcing their employees to live 
where they are employed, has 
introduced senate bill 271 

The bill would abolish laws 


that stipulate residency as a re- 
quirement of employment. 

Many local cities and 
townships currently have such 
laws on the books for their em- 
ployees, although most do not 
require their police and fire- 
fighters to live in the city where 
they work. 

If Honigman’s bill receives 
legislative approval, residency 
rules would become obsolete. 

In offering his reasons for the 
need of such a bill, Honigman 
said he strongly believed gov- 
ernment should not dictate 
where people should live.

finally she remembered her 
fiance’s address, When I drop- 
ped her off, he was so happy she 
was found unharmed he gave 
me an $18 tip.” 

After the young woman was 
safely with her fiance, Wright 
advised her to find some new 
friends. 

For the past seven years, 
Wright has worked the day shift 
from 5 a.m. to 3 p.m. His usual 
runs are to the airport, local res- 
taurants, grocery stores, social 
services-related sites and pack- 
age deliveries. 

“T drive an elderly couple out 
for breakfast every day. 
They’ ve been riding a cab seven 
days a week since I’ve been 
working here,” Wright said. 
“It's a way for them to get out 
every day and have a change of 
scene.” 


Contrary to what some indi- 
viduals believe, Wright finds his 
best tippers are senior citizens. 

“They appreciate the service, 
and they always give a tip. It 
may only be 50 cents or $1 at a 
time, but they tip consistently 
and it adds up,” Wright said. 
“On the other hand, celebrities 
usually are not good tippers. I 
think some of them feel it was an 
honor for me to have driven 
them.” 

Wright’s longest trip was a 
$290 round-trip drive to Oakvil- 
le, Ontario, to deliver a package 
for Ford Motor Co. Although the 
price might seem high, the com- 
pany avoided more costly deliv- 
ery charges by other methods to 
make the emergency shipment. 

“My longest fare was a round- 
trip drive to Toledo to bring a 


‘guy to a bowling tournament. I 


asked him for a deposit before 
we left, and when he told me to 
wait for him, I asked for an addi- 
tional deposit,” Wright said.

However, most local govern- 
ments in this area already have 
“very liberal” residency rules 
for their employees. But they 
do require the department 
heads to live in the township or 
city they work in most cases. 

‘We do have a residency 
rule, per se,” Wayne City Man- 
ager Tom Daily said. ‘‘Howev- 
er, the employee has the option 
of residing in about a 250 
square mile from the city.” 


Daily said he believes re- 
sidency should be a ‘‘negotiat- 
ing item and not a legislative 
one.” 


Daily said most of the depart- 
ment heads in the administra- 
tion are Wayne residents, “but 
if it would be in the best interest 
of the city to get someone from 
the outside, I would, with the 
approval of city council.”

New veteran marks Memorial

For at least one local veter- 
an, this Memorial Day will re- 
kindle memories of Operation 
Desert Storm and renew re- 
spect for veterans from all 
wars. 

“This will be like similar 
Memorial Days, except I think 
some of the attitudes have 
changed,” said Dan O’Brien, a 
veteran of the Persian Gulf and 
\‘etnam wars. “I think people 
have more respect for the 
military.” 

The 38-year-old Belleville re- 
sident hopes every Memorial 
Day is important. 

O’Brien, a Major in the U.S. 
Army, served as a commander 
of a Medical Supply, Optical 
and Maintenance Unit. His unit 
supplied soldiers of the Army 
7th Corp. 

The Gulf War isn’t the only 
military experience O’Brien 
knows. He was drafted in 1971 
to serve in Vietnam, but he 
didn’t see active duty. After the 
war ended, O’Brien decided to 
re-enlist as a member of the 
Reserve Officers Training 
Corp. 

Today, even though he works 
as a physicians assistant, 
O'Brien is still an active mem- 
ber of the Reserves. 


“TI probably be in here until 
they kick me out," he said 

Unlike the warm welcome 
home celebrations the Gulf 
War soldiers received, Viet- 
nam veterans weren't wel- 
comed home, and for the most 
part, they weren’t welcomed 
anywhere. 

Shortly after the Vietnam 
War ended, O'Brien enrolled in 
classes at Michigan State Uni- 
versity. As a ROTC member, 
he was required to wear the 
uniform around campus. 

“We were looked down upon 
for wearing the uniform,” he 
said. 

Vietnam is a war Americans 
chose to forget, and O’Brien 
understands the need to re- 
member those who fought in all 
wars. 

His experience in both wars 
have made him appreciate his 
country more. 

“I think I appreciate being 
here more,” he said. “And I 
appreciate what the prior 
veterans have done. 

“I think attitudes have slow- 
ly gotten better and better 
through the Reagan years. And 
with Bush, it seems to have 
taken a 380-degree turn for the 
better.” 

Most Persian Gulf veterans 
have been treated like heroes. 
O’Brien is modest about his

duties. 

“We're really not heroes or 
celebrities, we’re just soldiers 
who were called to do their 
job,” he said. 

If O'Brien could deliver one 
message to Americans about 
this Memorial Day, he said: “I 
think all of the Desert Storm 
people are very appreciative to 
hear about all of the support we 
were getting from home. It 
helped pick us up and keep us 
going.” 

This Memorial Day will 
mark the first time since 1972 
that new veterans will be hon- 
ored. 


Air show to boost economy

Small and minority-owned 
businesses will meet officials 
from several government 
agencies and utility companies 
in the first contract procure- 
ment fair before the annual 
Wayne County Air Show June 8. 

Small Detroit-based com- 


panies will discuss their capa- * 


bilities in supplying govern- 


~ ment agencies and large utility 


companies with goods and ser- 
vices. 

County officials want to 
change the direction of the 
annual air show from purely an 
entertainment event to an eco- 
nomic development extrava- 
ganza. 

“Air shows are great family 
entertainment, but they can be 
more than that,’’ Wayne Coun- 


ty Executive Edward McNa- 
mara said. “We're interested 
in building economic develop- 
ment activities around the 
show.” 

Participating agencies in- 
clude the U.S. Tank Command, 
General Dynamics, U.S. Postal 
Service, SMART, Consumers 
Power, MichCon, Michigan 
Bell and Detroit Edison. 
Wayne County and the state of 
Michigan will also be repre- 
sented. 

So far, 50 small and minority- 
owned businesses will attend 
the fair in hope of gaining big- 
money contracts. Companies 
range from consulting services 
to automotive firms. 

The hope is to elevate the 
county air show to world-class 
status like those in Paris, 
France or Dayton, Ohio, where

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Students ‘keep tabs’ on Rouge River

Livonia Franklin Junior 
High School students recently 
tested the quality of the Rouge 
River as part of an educational 
program sponsored by the 
Friends of the Rouge River. 

Franklin science students 
were among 1,500 students 
from 40 area schools partici- 
pating in the fifth annual en- 
vironmental educational 
program. 


During the first part of the 
program, David Bydlowski’s 
ninth-grade class conducted 
nine standardized tests for wa- 
ter quality, including dissolved 
oxygen, pH, fecal coliform bac- 
teria, nitrates and turbidity at 
an assigned site. 


Bydlowski, a ninth-grade 
teacher, has been teaching the 
program to students for five 
years. He says this year the wa-

behind Wayne Memorial High 
School improved from last 
year. 

The site received a ‘‘good 
rating” according to the mea- 
sured water quality index. 

Bydlowski attributes the im- 
provement to less rainfall this 
year. 

The biggest problem in the 
Wayne and Westland portion of 
the Rouge River is the erosion 
of riverbanks and artificial 
dams blocking the movement 
of the river, he said 





twofold 

Bydlowski wants students to 
see the river as a resource. 

He also wants them to iden- 
tify problem areas - combined 
sewer overflows which pollute 
and eroding riverbanks. 

“I hope students and their 
families will participate in the 
Rouge cleanup June 1,” he 
said 

Meanwhile, data collected 
from the various tests were en- 
tered into a computer network 
where area students share the 


The program has become a 
success, according to Carol 
Weihe, director of the Friends 
of the Rouge 

Weihe said some students 
have written letters to state 
and federal legislators detail- 
ing action plans for removing 
pollution from the river. 

Students develop these ac- 
tion plans at a conference 
where they share experiences 
from working on the two-week 
program 

This year, Stacy Temple and 
Michael Redd of Franklin 
Junior High were among sever- 
al hundred students who 
attended the Student Congress 
May 18 at Edsel Ford High 
School in Dearborn. 

Today, Friends of the Rouge 
members are acquiring statis- 
tics on students who eventually 
go into environmental or scien- 
ce-related fields. 

“It's a very encouraging 
program which heightens stu- 


ter quality at their testing site

VIDING FOR THE REPEAL OF ALL OTHER ORDINANCES INCONSISTENT 
WITH THIS ORDINANCE; PROVIDING FOR SEVERABILITY OF THIS ORDI- 
NANCE; PROVIDING FOR THE SAVING OF RIGHTS, DUTIES AND OBLIGA- 
TIONS AFFECTED BY THIS ORDINANCE; PROVIDING FOR THE EFFECTIVE

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF CANTON ORDAINS:

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CANTON TOWNSHIP ORDINANCE NO. 125, MO- 
TOR VEHICLE SIZE WEIGHT AND LOAD RESTRICTION, SECTION 10, SPILL- 
ING LOAD ON HIGHWAY, TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION, EXEMPTION 
AND PENALTY FOR SPILLAGE; SECTION 11, DEPOSITING LITTER OR MUD 
ON STREETS, TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULATION OF LITTER ON 
STREETS; SECTION 16.0 OVERWEIGHT FINES, TO PROVIDE FOR AN IN- 
CREASE IN FINES; TO PROVIDE FOR FINES FOR CERTAIN WEIGHTS; TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE REPEAL OF ORDINANCES IN CONFLICT HEREWITH; TO 
PROVIDE FOR THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS ORDINANCE. 

THE CHARTER TOWNSHIP OF CANTON ORDAINS: 

SECTION 1 AMENDMENT 

The Chanter Township of Canton Code of Ordinances, Ordinance No. 125, Motor Vehicle 
Size and Load Restriction, Section 10.0 Reserved, Section 11.0 Reserved and Section 16.0, 
Overweight Fines, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

SECTION 10.0 SPILLING LOAD ON HIGHWAY PROHIBITED; CONSTRUC- 

TION OR LOADING OF VEHICLE, COMMERCIAL VEHICLES NOT COM- 

PLETELY ENCLOSED, LOGS OR TUBULAR PRODUCTS, EXEMPTIONS, 

PENALTY. 

10.1 A vehicle, except a commercial vehicle carrying logs or tubular products, shall not 
be driven or moved on a highway unless the vehicle is so constructed or loaded as to 
prevent its contents from sifting, leaking, blowing off, or otherwise 
escaping therefrom. The tailgate, faucets, and taps shall be securely closed to prevent 
spillage during transportation, whether loaded or empty, and the body of the vehicle _ 
shall not have any holes or cracks through which material can escape. Any highway 

shall bespemphfrom. tis, " 
PRET Ta AETS ES ? 

10.2 Actual spillage of material on the highway or proof of that spillage is not necessary 
to prove a violation of this section. 

10.3 A commercial vehicle carrying a load, other than logs or tubular products, which is 
not completely enclosed shall either, 

a. Be loaded so that no part of the load making contact with any sideboard or side 
panel or rear part of the enclosure shall be within six inches (6") of the top of the 
part of the enclosure contacted, unless the load is covered with firmly secured canvas 
or similar type covering. 

b. Have the load securely fastened to the body or the frame of the vehicle with binders 
of adequate number and of adequate breaking strength to prevent the dropping off 
or shifting of the load. 

10.4 A company or individual who loads or unloads a vehicle or causes it to be loaded 
or unloaded, with knowledge that it is to be driven on a public highway, in a manner 
as to cause Violation of subsection (1) [10.1] shall be prima facie liable for a violation. 
of this section. 

10.5 A person shall not operate a motor vehicle carrying logs or tubular products on a 
highway unless the following conditions are complied with: 

a. If the logs or tubular products are loaded crosswise or at right angles to the side 
of the vehicle, the logs or tubular products shall be securely fastened to the body or 
frame of the vehicle with not less than two (2) binders which are secured 1o the frame 
at cach end of the load and pass over the load so that the frame and binders 
completely encircle the load. 

b. If the logs or tubular products are loaded lengthwise of the vehicle, obliquely or 
parallel to the sides, the logs or tubular products shall be securely fastened to the 
body or frame of the vehicle with not less than two (2) toggle binders which are 
secured to the frame at each end of the load and one wrapping binder which 
completely encircle the load. 

c. The toggle and wrapping binders shall be made of steel chain or a combination 
of steel chain and wire rope, which shall have a strength of not less than twelve 
thousand (12,000) pounds. 

10.6 This section shall not apply to a person operating a vehicle to transport seasonal 
agricultural commodities at the time of harvest or in the normal operation of the farm, 

10.7 Subsection (3) {10.3} shall not apply to a motor vehicle transporting items of a load 
which because of their weight will not fall off the moving vehicle and which have 
their centers of gravity located at least six inches (6") below the top of the enclosure. 

SECTION 11.0 DEPOSITING LITTER OR MUD ON STREETS 

11.1 A person shall not, without the consent of the public authority having supervision 
of a street, deposit, place, dump, throw, or leave, or cause or permit the dumping, 
depositing, placing, throwing or leaving of any waste material, garbage, offal, paper, 
glass, cans, bottles, trash, mud, dirt, clay or debris on any street 

11.2 A person who throws or drops, or permits to be thrown or dropped, on a street any 
of the material or matter listed in subsection (1) [11.1] of this section shall immedi- 
ately remove it or cause it to be removed. 

SECTION 16.0 OVERWEIGHT FINES. 

An owner of a vehicle or lessee of the vehicle of an owner-operator who causes or allows 
a vehicle to be loaded and driven or moved on a highway, when the weight of that vehicle 
violates the provisions of this ordinance is responsible for a civil infraction and shall be 
assessed a civil fine in an amount equal to 3 cents per pound for each pound of excess load 
over 1,000 pounds when the excess is 2,000 pounds or less; 6 cents per pound of excess 
load when the excess is over 2,000 pounds but not over 3,000 pounds; 9 cents per pound 
for each pound of excess load when the excess is over 3,000 pounds but not over 4,000 
pounds, 12 cents per pound for cach pound of excess load when the excess is over 4,000 
pounds but not over 5,000 pounds, 15 cents per pound for each pound of excess load when 
the excess is over 5,000 pounds but not over 10,000 pounds; and 20 cents per pound for 
each pound of excess load when the excess is over 10,000 pounds. However the court shall 
have discretionary power as to the amount of the civil fine within the schedule provided by 
this section and may impose the civil fine provided in Section 21 for a civil infraction where 
at the time of the violation either the motor vehicle, motor vehicle and semitrailer, or trailer 
did not exceed the total weight which would be lawful for each unit by a proper distribution, 
of the load upon various axles supporting each unit 

SECTION 21.0 PENALTIES 

21.1 A person found to have committed a civil infraction under this ordinance shall be 
ordered to pay a civil fine of not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), costs 
and excess weight fines as identified in Section 16. 

21.2 A person convicted of violating a provision of this ordinance not consisting of a 
civil infraction shall be punished by a fine of not more than Five Hundred Dollars 
($500.00) or by imprisonment for not more than ninety (90) days, or both such fines 
and imprisonment in the discretion of the court, 

SECTION 22.0 REPEAL 

All ordinances and parts of ordinances in conflict with the provisions of this ordinance 
including Sections 10, 11, and 16 of Ordinance No. 125 are, to the extent of such conflict, 
hereby repealed. The balance of ordinance No, 125 remains in full force and effect, 
SECTION 23.0 SEVERABILITY 

Should any section, clause or paragraph of this Ordinance be declared by a court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, the same will not affect the validity of the ordinance 
as a whole or part thereof other than the part declared invalid. 

SECTION 24.0 SAVINGS CLAUSE
